We are told that ‘Men groan from out of the city, 

and the soul of the wounded crieth out: yet God layeth 
not folly to them.” Job xxiv. 12. And Jeremiah, 
speaking of Babylon, says, ‘through all her land the 
wounded in spirit shall groan.” Jesus groaned in spi- 
rit; and St. Paul tells us that “ The Spirit helpeth 
our infirmities—znd maketh intercession for us, with 
groanings that cannot be uttered.” And here, let me 
ask you whether you never felt such a sense of your 
own spiritual poverty and wretchedness, or that of oth- 
ers, as forced from your bosom an involuntary groan? | 

If not, you never felt like David and Jeremiah, though 
they never outraged propriety and good order. 

QO. Groaning and shouting are such an offence to 
the people of the world, and makes them commit so 
mach sin, that they ought to be discountenanced by all 
sober Christians. 

M. Ah! my brother, I suspect you have touched 
the very point of the difficulty. Groaning and shout- 
ing are unpopular with the world, and therefore should 
be discountenanced! But how happens ,it that the 
world, in this case—the world, who discern not the 
things of the spirit of God—the world, who are ene- 
mies to God, and have no more judgment of the power 
of religion, than the blind have of colors, should have 
so much deference paid to their judgment in these 
things? I have observed that those ia general who 
are opposed to all noise in the worship of God, hear, 
and feel, and judge for the world. And it was this, 
more than any other single consideration, that made 
me suspect am error in this judgment. For if the 
world know not, and cagnot know the spirit, how is it 
possible they should know the precise character and 
effects of the Spirit’s operation? How is it that our 
Orthodox friends are so ready to deny the correctness 
of the judgment of the world, as to the nature of reli- 
gion, and so ready to allow it as to its effects ! 

O. It is not merely because these things offend the 
world that I object to them. We have none of these 
things amongst us ; and you cannot say that we have 
no religion. 

‘Mf. 1 do not say that you have no religion; but I 
do say you would have more of its power, if you were 
not so fearful of enthusiasm. It is owing to this fear, 
that you keep your hand upon the feelings excited by 
religion, and prevent their rising.

1826, ful acknowledgments; and more recently your Treas- 
urer has received one hundred dullars—being the leg- 
acy of the late Mrs. Dearborn, of whose memory they 
would make honorable mention: this sum is also add- 
ed to the permanent fund, increasing it to twenty-four 
hundred dollars, exclusive of the above mentioned 
shares. It also deserves grateful notice, that your Pres- 
ident has kindly furnished a bed, at the Hospital, to 
be at the disposal of your committee, and which has 
since been in constant use. Two of Jencks’ patent 
alleviators, have been purchased, which have been of 
essential service to the sick. 

The receipts into the Treasury have amounted to 
$1809 79—viz. public contribution, $577 75; income 
of permanent fund, $126; subscriptions and dona- 
tions, $1112 04. Amount expended, $2071 93. Leav- 
ing a balance due the Treasurer, of $262 14, to be re- 
funded. 

Your committee have afforded relief to the amount 
of $1877 28, in 657 different cases, comprising in num- 
ber 1104 adults and 1183 children,—at 2277 different 
times; 677 in fuel and 1574 in groceries and _provis- 
ions. More than one half were iustances in which as- 
sistance had not been before rendered by your Society ; 
374 were widows: 461 cases of sickness, (380 wtulta, 
and $1 children,) and 61 have died. In most cases.as- 
sistance, from various causes, has been afforded but 
once or twice, while others have been E 
essentially aided.

soul—and lays an intolerable tex on a generous com- 
munity, for the support of its worthless and self-disa- 
bled members: and they are constrained to inquire 
whether, if personal example, in the relinquishment of 
the common use of ardent spirits, be viewed by the se- 
rious and enlightened as necessary to the entire sup- 
pression of this enormous evil—this murderous vice; 
this relinquishment ought not to be made by every 
patriot, every philanthropist, and every Christian ?— 
Let it be remembered, that Christianity superadds 
its sanction and rewards tothe duties of chanty anc 
humanity. k 
A recent event, both sudden and affecting, has re- 
minded your committee of the uncertainty of life, and 
urged them to greater diligence and fidelity in the dis- 
charge of their appropriate duties—the death of Mr. 
Aaron Woodman, a valuable citizen and friend of this 
Society, and for the last two or three preceding years 
a judicious and indefatigable member of its committee. 
Shall not the same providence remind us all, that in the 
midst of life we are in death, and that whatever we 
would do in the cause of benevolence and piety, to do 
it with all our might. : 

The season again approaches when sickness and 
poverty will press severely upon many of our unfortu- 
nate and worthy fellow beings—(and which of us can 
tell whether by some unexpected vicissitude we may 
not be among the number)—who will loois to your So- 
ciety, in the hour of extremity, for succor and aid— 
and shal! they look in v#in?

We extract from the Missionary Herald an account 
of the attack of the Greeks on Beyroot, last spring. 
It is contained in a letter from Mr. Goodell, the mission- 
ary, to the corresponding secretary of the A. B. C. 
F, M. 


Beyrool, April 8, 1826. 
My dear Sir,—The three last weeks have been a 
season of war, tumult, oppression, and robbery; of 
winch I cannot give you a better idea, than by means, 
of extracts from my journal. 
| Babbath, March 19, 1826. Yesterday two Greek 
| vessels came in, and anchored at the river, the usual 
plaee for ancliorage in the winter, about two miles east 
from Beyroot. As they frequently come in to visit 
European vessels, and to seize whatever Turkish 
| property we suspected nothing uncommon. At day- 
| light this morning we were awakened by a brisk fire 
| of musxetry. Ten other Greek vessels had come in 
| during the evening, observed in the city, but not ob- 
| served by ourselves, and had landed about five hundred 
men, who were now before the walls of the city, at- 
| tempting toscale them. The city was in an excved- 
| ingly defenceless state; but the Turks, knowing it 
must be victory or death, acted with great spirit and 
energy, and succeeded in driving the Grecks froin the 





gers eager for their prey. The Turks from the city 
hastened after them, and took their station at the door 
of Mrs. Goodell’s room, not allowing a single Bedouin 
toenter. They seized whatever came in their way, 
and we spatched from them whatever we could. They 
became very angry,nd one of them drew his sword. 
Secing it was in vain to reason with them, I assumed 
a tone of authority, and ordered them to leave the 
house immediately, and told them, that I had already 
sent a message to the city, and that the Pasha would 
surely take their heads, if ihe case was represented to 
him.

THE BIBLE IN EUROPEAN TURKEY. 


To the Missionary Herald we find a letter from P. 
G. Duaveluz, Esq. British Consul at Adrianople, to 
the Rev. Joseph Wolff, the celebrated Jewish Mission- 
ary. It was dated March 3d, 1826, and a copy of it 
was sent to Mr. King at Smyrna, who transmitted it 
to the Corresponding Secretary of the American 
Board. The object of the letter was to inform Mr. 
Wolff of the gratitude which the Greeks and Aimeri- 
cans in that city and vicinity felt towards him, on ac- 
count of his excellent Christian virtues, and especially 
his liberality in distributing among them the Word of 
Life. Even the most stubborn of the Jews were fa- 
vorably disposed towards Mr. Wolff. It appears how- 
ever, that the Pacha had suspect@] that something 
was wrong indbe distributing of thete bouks; and that 
he sent the Aga of the Janissaries to the Bishops anc 
Archbishops, with orders to seize and bring to bis pal- 
ace, all the boaks which bad been distributed by Mr. 
W. as well as-those which were still offered for sale. 
The Araecicn Sees and the Greek Archbishop 
were brought ve Pacha, and reproached with 
having distributed or countenanced the distribution of 
these books, without having informed him of these

Concerning behavior in the pulpit, and mode of con- 
ducting public services. 

1. Go from your knees to the house of God. Get 
a renewal of your commission every time you go to 
preach, in a renewed sense of the favorof God. Car- 
ry your authority to declare the Gospel of Christ, not 
in your hand, but in your heart. Whenin the pulpit, 
be always solemn: say nothing to make your congre- 
gation laugh. Remember you are speaking for eter- 
nity; and trifling is inconsistent with such awful sub- 
jects as the great God, the agony and death of Christ, 
the torments of hell, and the blessedness of heaven. 

2. Never assume an air of importance, while in the 
pulpit: you stand in an awful place, and God hates 
the proud man. Never be boisterous or dogmatical. 
Let rear demeanor prove that you feel, that you are 
speaking before Him who tries the spirit, and to whom 

i every word yeu utter. Self- 
coffidence will soon lead toa forgetfulness of the pres- 
ence of God; and then you will speak yuurown words, 
and perhaps in your own spirit too. 

3. Avoid all quaint and fantastic attitudes. I once 
knew a young man, who, through a bad habit which 
he had uofortunately acquired, made so many antics, 
as the people termed them, in the pulpit, as to preju- 
dice and grieve many. A very serious and sensible 
person, who constantly heayd him, really thought he 
was afflicted with that species-of paralysis termed St. 
Vitus's dance: and hearing some blame him, entered 
seriously on his defence, on the ground of its being the
